THE CARE OF CUT FLOWERS. 

Flowers are like children. They 
ant care, but not to be "fussed" 
over. And if the following exper- 
ience of many years is 'tested by 
my to whom it is new We shall 
hear less lamenting over "the 
throwing away of money" in send- 
ing gifts of flowers. 

I do not claim that with all flow- 
s this rule of mine will work. 
But even with violets it has kept 
crispness and fragrance twenty 
four hours after. And With roses 
and many others, it is sure. The 
first essential is fresh Howe's. Go 
to a florist whose word you know 
can be relied upon. One to-day's 
- — ation, tulip, jonquil, or 
lily gives far wore en- 
joyment than a roomful of flowers 
with the first freshness gone. 
"" h all flowers (cidtivated or 
1 always cut the stems to 
open the pores on receiving the 
" iwers; and with al) cultivated 
>wers fill your vases with ice 
xter. I often put a lump of ice 
the glass as well. 
Wild flowers my experience has 
been, freshen and ktep best in 
ater without ice. 

With roses, strip off all lower 
branches of leaves It makes 
them look ungraceful and naked 
out of the vase, but it crowds the 
flowers to leave them on, and ab- 
sorbs the nutriment of the water, 
and your roses fade in a few hours. 

Twice a day, your first duty af- 
ter breakfast and your last at 
ight, give fresh icewster. Once, 
id in the morning, cut your stems 
quarter of an inch only. At 
ight always have flowers set in a 
10m where there is outside air 
coming in— not a room where 
water will freeze; but for years I 
have had the vases of flowers set 
at night not far from my bed room 
window, which is always widely 
and thrpujh which often 
snow has drifted into no mean 
for one's bed room.

To the regret of everybody in the 
County and many people every- 
where who wish for the progi 
ot the community, the late election 
in Madisonville, whereby a hand- 
lajority declared that there 
should be a system of graded 
schools in that town, has been de- 
clared illegal. 

The situation is somewhat 
plicated, but the two issues upon 
which County Judge Jno. B. Hall 
has rendered his decision are: first, 
that the district created by the 
special act of the Leguli 
in 18H8 was and is the only legal 
graded school district in the town 
of Madisonville, and that the elec- 
tion, if held for the district which 
was thus created, would have been 
legal; but, being held for a district 
of different boundaries, composing 
the three common school districts of 
the town, the election is illegal. 

The second point upon which 
the decision was rendered is the 
fact that the election was called 
upon the same day the petiti 
election was granted. A recent 
authoritative decision has been 
rendered, declaring that such peti- 
tion must lay over one month be- 
fore same can be granted and elec- 
tion called. 

The history of the case is this. 
In 1 888- the Legislature by Special 
Act established a gradecl school 
district in the town of Madisonville 
two miles square. By this act the 
trustees of the new graded district 
e appointed and an election 
ed. This election was held but 
issue was defeated by a small 
ority, after a hot contest. The 
rict, however, as established by 
cial act, was not vitiated by fail- 
to carry the proposition to tax 
the people for the necessary funds 
with which to build. And here is 
where the mistake was made. The

Some of the people of 
district assert that some large 
taxpayers in this district refused 
pay said tax upon the ground that 
it was illegal. They also obje 
being taxed again now equally 
citizens in other districts, and want 
some equitable adjustment of this 
old matter. We are not advised 
as to the extent of the dissatisfac- 
tion on this score, but we conclude 
it is not very great after hearing 
the majority in the late election. 
But, small or great, claims of in- 
justice demand consideration. 

The Bee declined to publish a 
communication before the electon, 
which was adverse to the suc- 
cess of the graded school pro 
position, but bore upon the ques- 
of equity involved, simply 
because we did not want to cast 
our influence against the progress 
our neighbor. The 
provides for adjustment of such 
questions.
